In Adams County On Tuesday; 


Eisenhower W ill Cast First 


Presidential Vote In Area 


Adams County today was prepar­ 
ing for what officials believe will 
be 
the 
biggest 
election 
in 
the 
history of the county. Many believe 
th at the vote Tuesday will be the 
largest ever cast. 


A total of 21.671 voters are eligible 
to vote, the largest number in the 
county’s history. There are 2,389 
more eligible voters in the county 
than there were in 1952 when 19,382 
were on the registration rolls. 
A special box in the lower left 
corner of the ballot gives voters an 
opportunity to write in a name for 
State 
Senator 
for the unexpired 
term of Interstate Commerce Com ­ 
missioner Donald P. McPherson Jr., 
who resigned at the end of the Kist 
legislative session last summer. The 
person elected will serve until De­ 
cember I in event of a special ses­ 
sion of the Legislature. 
Both Parties Active 
Both political parties have waged 
probably their most evtensive cam ­ 
paigns in years in order to get out 
their own vote and to attem pt to 
convert voter from the other party. 
The residence of President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower has brought national 
attention to Adams County such as 
it has never had in previous cam ­ 
paigns. Tuesday will be the first time 
in history that a President voted in 
a Presidential campaign in Adams 
County. 
The presence of the President has 
also brought an unusual amount of 
publicity to the county. 
Adams County women have been 
more active this year than ever be­ 
fore. The Adams County Council of 
Republican Women and the Demo­ 
cratic W omen’s Club have both been 
extremely active in the campaign. 
Scouts Help Campaign 
In addition to the extensive “get 
out 
the 
vote’’ 
campaigns, 
non­ 
partisan groups have joined in urg­ 
ing people to vote. The Boy Scouts 
today 
were distributing 
doorknob 
hangers 
prepared 
by 
Freedoms 
Foundation, urging all to vote. 
In 1952, 16.707 of the 19,382 eligi­ 
ble voters ca st their ballots for 
President. Of that num ber 11,016 
voted for Eisenhower and 5.691 for 
Stevenson. 
The number of votes cast 
for 
President Tuesday is expected to 
exceed the 1952 total, but no one 
would forecast the vote for the two 
candidates as they appear again on 
the ballot for President of the U nit­ 
ed States. 
Democratic 
activity 
in 
Adams 
County this year exceeded that of 
1952, and the Democratic registra­ 
tion 
has 
increased. 
In 
1952 
the 
Republicans had a 3,194 majority, 
with 11,146 Republications and 7.952 
Dem ocrats registratered. This year 
the Republican m ajority has been 
cut to 1.524 with the Republicans 
registering 11.481 voters and the 
D em ocrats 9.957. On the other hand 
the 
Republican 
registration 
this 
year shows a gain of about 400 
over the D em ocrats since 1955. 
Gain In GOP Women 
The registration figures show the 
Republicans 
gained 
more 
among 
women than among men during the 
last four years. Onlf 60 more men 
are now registered as Republicans 
than were listed in 1952. while there 
are 305 more Republican women. 
The 
D em ocrats 
showed 
g reat 
strides among both men and w om ­ 
en, gaining 973 men and 932 wom­ 
en. 
One district in the county will 
attract national interest Tuesday, 
Cumberland Twp., where President 
Eisenhower will vote. 
The township, in which President 
Eisenhower has his farm and voting 
residence, shows a Republican gain 
in registration. In 1952 Cumberland 
had 928 voters. 594 Republicans and 
322 Democrats. Since then the town­ 
ship has gained 263 voters and now 
is the 
largest 
voting 
district 
in 
Adams County, with 
1.191 
regis­ 
trants. 
Cumberland GOR Gain 
There are now' 719 Republicans 
and 429 Democrat voters in tile 
township. In 1952 the Republican 
majority was 212; now it is 270. All 
of the increase in the Republican 
majority is due to the women. The 
Republican m en increased by 61 in 
four years. The number of Dem­ 
ocratic men also increased by 61.
